THIRD PARTY BY LABOR? 
- Shortly before the election President Wil- 
liam Oreen of the American Federation of 
lAbor WM quoted by reporters, directly and 
at length, on the AFL plana for "definitely" 
doing somcthlnfc obout stnrtlnB a third party 
at Its national convention this month. A few 
<Iaya later Mr. Orcen said he had been "mh- 
Interpreted," that the third party report 
was "ml-^IcadlnK." and that he would pcr- 
aonnlly oppose such a move. 

We don't know whether all those words at- 
tributed to Mr. Qrcen and enclosed In quota' 
tlon marks were a reporter's pipe dream, or 
whether the AFL president had a chanRc of 
heart. But whatever the. explanation, we be- 
lieve the decision to forego a labor third party 
wise. 

Tha most successful third parties of rec- 
ent memory — the Progressives of 1914 and 
10:54 — were built around two popular and 
dynamic figures. ex-President Tlieodore 
Roosevelt and Sen. Robert M. La FoIIettc, 
Yet neither of them survived Its one national 
defeat. The "progressive" party of Henry 
Wallace shown even fewer symptoms of sur- 
vival than Its like-named predecessors. 

As Tor the other hopeless third-party per- 
ennials, they appeal to smaller groups with 
like views on sovemment, economies, or 
nodes of. behavior — the socialists, commun- 
Jats, prohibitionists, vegetarlanB, greenback 
party, etc. 

Any national labor party now would have 
trouble In agreeing on a commanding popu 
lar leader — which a serious thIrd-patty 
movement In this country seems to requlre- 
and It would be starting out by appealing to 
one special group — a method which has never 
produced enough votes to encourage sup 
porters. or to worry the opposition. 

There Is nothing in our past history to hi' 
dlcate that ' a party appealing to only one 
social or economic division of the population 
can come close to swinging a national elec- 
tion by Itself. In spite ol, the talk we have 
heard recently about this or that party being 
the party of special Interest. It Just Isn't so. 

Both the Democratic and Republican par- 
ties have their share of Industrialists ond 
financiers, big and'llttio businessmen, union 
members; white collar workers and farmers. 
And while there are many party regulars 
among them whose allegiance never varies, 
our elections are decided' by voters whose 
minds are free and flexible, however fixed 
their economic status may be. 

If our political history promised Mr. Green 
some difficulties, ho would probably hovo 
round others peculiar to his own situation. 
The CIO and AFL have never been able to 
join forces. John L. Lewis and his miners 
have broken away from both groups. There 
are other large unions, like the railroad 
brotherhoods. Independent of both the major 
labor organizations. 

A big reason for this lacic of labor unity 
Is the unwillingness of many union executives 
to yield or share the power they now hold. 
A full-dress excursion of these executives In- 
to national politics would probably intensify 
the struggle for power. This Is particularly 
likely since Walter Reuthcr of the CIO has 
expressed some third-party Intentions of his 
own. ■ 

Mr. Green has seemed hopeful that opposi- 
tion to the Taft-Hartley law would provide 
the motive power for unifying labor. That 
law has served Mr. Green and others as an 
effective bogyman In the past year. But wo 
hardly think It will scare the majority 'of 
union members into a new political move- 
ment

Mr. Pctrillo's musical car may not be overly 
sensitive. But it's still our guess that when 
his hearing was assaulted by these ancient 
abominations he decided it was time to give 
up and call It quits.

Death of Mexican 
Is Investigated by 
Pocatello's Police 

POOATELLO, Not. 8 W5— PoIUe 
began anew today their efforts to 
Identify the body of n Mexican farm 
worker, whose body was found on a 
ranch three miles northwest of Fo- 
catello Saturday. 

The body first woa Identified as 
that of Frantlsco Enclnos.
